To the Tax-payers and Citizens of Northumberland. 

In submitting our report for the year which has just passed into 
history, your board desire to call your atte1tion to some unusual 
conditions which have confronted them during the year. At the 
last annual meeting your board did not recommend but a nominal 
sum ($ 100.), to be raised for town purposes, which, as most of you 
know, has to provide for the payment of town officers, support 
of the town poor, interest on town notes, and all other incidental 
expenses which may arise within the town for which no specific 
appropriation has been made. Your board thought they could 
pay these bills from monies the town receives from various sources 
outside of direct taxation. We had been able to do this the year 
before, and not wishing to increase the rate of taxation, we were 
in hopes to pay these bills and still make a good financial gain for 
the year. Inthis respect we were conslderably disappointed, for 
while our balance shows a reduction of liabilities, it is not nearly 
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as much as we were in hopes it would be. Forest fires in May 
and early June proved to be to us, as in other towns, very de- 
structive to property, and expensive tothe town. At one time it 
seemed asthough the property loss must be very much larger 
than it proved to be, but through the efforts of a large body of 
inen, directed by Mr. Marshall of your board in the east part of the 
town, and by Mr. McNally and J. W. Welch in the west end 
in the vicinity of Groveton village. ‘The fire was confined mostly 
to cut over lands, and we are glad to report that no one lost their 
home. The financial cost to the town and precinct was over 
$ 1,000., and as far as your board know, all legitimate bills for 
which the town is liable, have been paid. There have been other 
bilis presented for payment, but your board did not consider them 
just claims, and declined to pay them; and we would caution the 
board you will elect March 8 against paying any further bills 
without thorough investigation intotheir merit. The expense of 
maintaining the poor also increased greatly during the year just 
closed, and bids fair to continue to be a heavy drain upon the tax 
payers. One venerable citizen who cleared upa farm from the 
forest wilds and paid taxes in town for over forty years, has come 
to dire want in his old age, and neglected by his own flesh and 
blood, and confined to his bed by the infirmities of his eighty-five 
years, he 1equires a great deal of care, and it has cost us over 
$400. during the past year to provide for him. The balance of 
the nearly $ 1,000. that it cost us for the support of the town poor 
was expended largely for the support of widows and children who 
had a legal claim upon the “town. We would recommend an ap- 
propriation of at least $ 500. for the year ensuing, for-the relief of 
dependent persons. It was the Master himself who said, ‘‘The 


poor ye have always with you,’’ and no self-respecting community 
can atford to turn a deaf ear to the cry of the needy and distressed. 

There are some new matters in the warrant for the approaching 
meeting, which we trust the voters wiil carefully consider, as some 
of them may be of importance to the town’s future growth and 
prosperity. 

We have drawn orders upon the treasurer to the amount of 
$ 14,052.18, divided and sub-divided as per the foregoing report.

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IN CONCLUSION. 


In presenting our annual report, the financial part is completed 
to Februarv 25, 1904. The schools being in session for the winter 
term, we are unable to present a full settlement for the fiscal year. 
‘There remains unpaid salaries of the teachers for the winter term, 
transportation and janitor services forthe same amounting to 
$ 872.25. 

Demand has been made. upon the school board in certain cases 
for an increase in wages, which has heen granted, believing a just 
recognition of good service is better than toexperiment in a change 
of instructors, and in so doing carry out the provisions of the law, 
to a certain extent, as embodied in the ‘‘Appropriation of State 
Aid.”’ It has been the aim of the school officials to secure the 
best teachers, and concerted action to bring about the best results. 
With the exception of three schools, there has been supplied thir- 
ty-seven weeks of schooling; total number or aggregate for the 
year, three hundred and eighty-three. Were it so that schools 
could be maintained in certain localities during the winter months 
with suitable attendance, the school board are ready and willing 
to provide, giving to all parents ofthe town as near equal privi- 
leges as possible under the prevailing conditions. 

We have expended, as the report shows, $197.19 for repairs, 
building a shed at the Kindergarten, shingling and other repairs 
on the building in No. 1, and a small further outlay is needed on 
the foundation; minor repairs have been made on alli the other 
buildings, all of which are in very good condition. 

An act passed at the January session of the Legislature in 1903, 
provides that school boards shall furnish a flag and pole for each 
school. The school board estimate such expense not to ex- 
ceed $75. At the beginning of the school year, it was con- 
sidered advisable, owing to familiarity, long continued use, 
and condition of books, to purchase a new series of readers, part 
of which has been paid, a balance of $128.00 remaining unpaid 
and not due until July 16, 1905, in order to give time for exchange 
of books, and to receive credit for introductory prices therefor in 
exchange. We do not believe in a radical change of books, for it 
necessitates many new text books, and much added expense for 
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the district. Where an old series has been in constant use, and 
considerable annual outlay to keep up the number required, we 
{rom time to time, as circumstances will warrant, introduce new 
and up-to-date text books, and in making such selection, great care 
has been exercised to secure only the best, and such as have been 
used with success in other schools, 

We desire to call the attention of the parents to the perfect at- 
tendance of the pupils, and respectfully ask that co-operation be 
given tothisend. Our average attendance decides the question of 
State aid. We observe that rulesand regulations for the regularity 
and punctuality of attendance have failed, simply from careless 
indifference on the part of parents, excuses being given on the 
merest pretext, allowing pupilsto be late, or to be absent from 
day today. Theresult is injurious not only to the individual 
child, but to the whole school. 

With pleasure we notice an increase of visits made by the pa- 
rents, and hope a further and more extended continuance, that the 
school work as performed from day to day by aclassof untiring 
and zealous brain-workers may be comprehended and appreciated.
